In Wittenberg he had gained ſome 
knowledge of the world, which appeared bad 
enough to him there, and he did not expect 
to find it better in other places. Several 
perſons were known to bim, who returned 
from abroad, worle than they went.; he alſo 
knew that there lay a tinder in himſelf, which 
could eafily catch any ſparks of evil.

O Count being in this ſtuation of 
mind, and wiſhing day and night for 
an opportunity of employing himſelf in the 
ſeryvice of God our Saviour, at length ſet out 
for Halle with an intention to aſſiſt the ceco- 
nomies there with his labours as Occaſon 
ſhould offer. But before he could make 
known his intention, profeſſor Franke pre- 
vented him, and propoſed, in preſence of 

many perſons, with great earneſtneſs, that 
hnce he had no other aim, but to promote 
R 3 the 


which 
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the intereſt of religion he ſhould remain with 
him, and exert all his powers in the work of 
Gop with humility and patience. The Count 
heartily rejoiced at this overture,- and accept- 
ed it with great willingneſs, but with this ex- 
preſs condition, that it ſhould be done with 
the conſent of his relations. Upon which 
profeſſor Franke in the preſence of many 
faithful witneſſes, imparted to him his bene- 
dition, May 1721, with reſpect to all the 
_ © purpoſes which he had frankly declared to 
him. But this occurrence proved the occaſion 
of a; miſunderſtanding and eftrangement be- 
tween profeſſor Franke and him, for his de-

young Count of Zinzendorf in 1721, went by way

© whether he would ſucceed his late friend baron 
* de; Canſtein ? The young Coun; promiſed it with 
joy: and in order to em it literally, deſired

not obtain; another path being truck out by them. 
+ But ſince a worldly prudence on the part of thoſe,

ther, and thus concluded his travels for 


this time. To expreſs in a few words of 


what ſervice; theſe have been to him, his diſ- 
poſition is firſt to be mentioned. This was 

naturally active, ſteady, and ingenious. He 
had much converſation with perſons of dif- 
tinction at Wittenburg, in Holland, France, 
and Franconia; by which he had contracted 


a genteel deportment that appeared in him 


ever after. But becauſe he was at the ſame 
time benevolent, and certainly by the grace 
of Gop lowly-minded; this happy combina- 
tion of qualities made his converſation the 


more agreeable. He had ſeen the world and 


the glory of it in its greateſt ſplendor at that 
time. But Gop had preſerved his heart, 

and, as it were, ſcaled it up from the ſe- 
ductions of ſin: and becauſe he found fre- 


quent opportunities of converſing with ſuch 
people as were bigotted and zealouſly attached” 


to their mode of religion, and did not attack 
them with violence, but heard them with 
diſcretion; he thereby became better ac- 


quainted with their principles, and the 


grounds 


ROM Halle he went to Roolin, to "that mo- 
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grounds whereon they were built, than he 
could have been at the ſchools. This know- 
ledge made him by the grace of Gop more 
moderate, condeſcending, and- allo more 
cautious than -young people generally are. 
But what is ſtill more, he contracted an ac- 
quaintance with many deſerving: perſons of 
the Roman Catholic and Calviniſt churches, 
(of others he knew but little at that time) 
whom he could not but look upon as chil- 
dren of Gop. Thus by his own experience 
he was folidly grounded i in the doctrine of the 
Proteſtant church: viz. That the effential 
true church, conſiſting only of ſuch, who 
verily believe on Fefus, and by faith are be- 
come children of (30D, is not viſible, ſo as 
to be ſeen together in one place; but is 
ſeattered all over the face of the earth. Be- 
ſides he found it highly reaſonable, to allow 
every religion its rites, and to form a Judg- 
ment thereof, according to circumſtances.*

In the natural refletions he ſays; an extenſive 
acquaintance with the beſt ſort of people-in divers 
religions, had. ſufficiently convinced his mind, 
(which inclined towards moderation, ) that we ought 
not to deſpiſe any adverfary, much leſs injure him, 
by * unjuſt inferences; that the ſtate of the 
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EING now for the firſt time with his 
mother after ſo many years abſence, he 


omitted no opportunity of diſcloſing his 
whole mind to her. It muſt be owned, that 
many things were unintelligible to her: for 


ſhe was of opinion, that, like his father, he 
ſhould enter into worldly offices of ſtate, and 
therein act as a friend to religion and a ſup- 
porter of good men. But he believed, that 
ſuch a ſtation was connected with too great 


danger, and redounded too little to the ho- 
nour of Jeſus Chriſt, and to the ſalvation of

for that time; but he had in the mean while 
many heavy hours. For ſince he had declar- 
ed his thoughts upon many fubjects, both in 


writing and by word of mouth, and it was 


evident, that theſe differed from other young 
lords in his circumſtances, he thereby offend- 


ed ſome of his beſt friends. It alfo bappen- 
ed frequently, that he undertook ſeveral 


things from a love to Fefus Chriſt and a deſire 


to ſerve him ; whereby he drew upon him-
